By SUSAN VICARS 
Children and youth, their prob­ 
lems, their hopes and their 
frustrations, were topics of dis - 
cussion Wednesday when a var­ 
ied, interested group of north 
area citizens, gathered in Red 
Bluff to talk with the Governor’s 
Advisory Committee on Chil­ 
dren and Youth. 
The meeting here was in con­ 
junction with “ listen-ins” being 
held elsewhere in the state by 
other committee members. Re­ 
sults of the gatherings are to be 
tallied and contained in a report 
to Governor Ronald Reagan. 
The need for love, communi­ 
cation and mutual respect be­ 
tween young people and their 
adults came through in the dis­ 
cussion here as the root of many 
problems of youth these days, 


days complicated by technolo­ 
gical innovations, as one teen­ 
age girl said. 
“ We need to shore up the lines 
of 
communication 
with our 
youth,” said the Rev. J. A. 
Barber, when called upon to 
speak as a representative of 
the Red Bluff Ministerial As­ 
sociation. 
“ It would be good, ” he sug­

the 
county a police youth advisory 
board, where young people can 
sit in and help other young 
people in trouble. The clergy 
and ministers should get more 
involved with bureaus and agen­ 
cies in the county, especially the 
probation department.

“ Yes, it is,” said another 
member of the audience. “ They 
were .vritten in the 1800’s be­ 
cause of sweatbox conditions, 
and they’re still around to keep 
us from hiring kids when they 
want to work, at age 14 or so. 
“ How can we employ boys at 
14. You can’t pay them low 
enough that you can fire them 
three or four times if you have 
to. You learn by someone tell­ 
ing you, ‘you didn’t do a good 
. ob — get out and come back 


when you’re willing to work.’ ” 
They then urged the committee 
to recommend revisions in Cal­ 
ifornia employment laws as they 
pertain to youth. 
Several other matters were 
brought up for inclusion in the 
recommendations. 
Among them was the apparent 
need for better integration of 
new young people in the com­ 
munity. 
“ I work with girls at the pro­ 
bation department,” said Mrs.

youth,” said the Rev. J. A. 
Barber, when called upon to 
speak as a representative of 
the Red Bluff Ministerial As­ 
sociation. 
“ It would be good, ” he sug­ 
gested, 
“to estabT h *~ the 
county a police youth advisory 
board, where young people can 
sit in and help other young 
people in trouble. The clergy 
and ministers should get more 
involved with bureaus and agen­ 
cies in the county, especially the 
probation department. 
“ It’s time we involved more 
people in helping our young 
people,’’ he continued. “ I real­ 


ize the danger of untrained 
people in such an operation, but 
the 
advantages outweigh the 
disadvantages.” 
The Rev. Mr. Barber’s view­ 
point was only one of many a ir­ 
ed before the governor’s com­ 
mittee. 
A lengthy discussion on the 
benefits of recreational organ­ 
izations such as the Red Bluff 
Teen Club, prompted Ronald 
Hayes, the California Youth Au­ 
thority representative in north­ 
ern California, to speak up. 
“ I fail to see any minority 
groups represented here,” he 
said to the committee mem­ 
bers. “ You say you want to 
hear from all segments, so I 
guess I’ll have to speak for 
them. 
“ These are all nice things be­ 


ing 
said 
here,” he noted. 
“ They’re pretty easy to talk 
about. But there’s a large seg­ 
ment out there who needs to be 
worked with. There’s a Negro 
ghetto in a community less 
than 60 miles south of here 
. . . 
where conditions are the 
same as in the big cities. 
“ You say ‘we don’t have those 
problems up here.’ Well that’s 
a bunch of baloney.” 
“ Some of the worst condi­ 
tions I’ve ever seen in northern 
California,” Hayes said, exist 
here. The worst family condi­ 
tion I’ve seen was less than 10 
miles from Red Bluff.” 
Mrs. Wilhelmina Belbeck of 
Red Bluff, for many years a 
social welfare worker, agreed 
with Hayes. 
“ The problems of Indian fam­ 


ilies 
right 
here 
in Tehama 
County are ghastly,” she said. 
“ There are only about six Ne­ 
gro families here, but there are 
many Indians.” 
The northern counties direct­ 
or of the Neighborhood Youth 
Corp was present and brought 
forth his views on the com­ 
pounded problems of low-in­ 
come, minority youth. They are 
educationally handicapped, he 
said, because work orientation 
has never been introduced to 
them. 
The apparent aversion of many 
young people to work and re ­ 
sponsibility, was touched upon 
rather strongly by Knudt Ander - 
sen, a Tehama County rancher 
and member of the county Ju­ 
venile Justice Commission. 
“ Kids are irresponsible,” he 


said. “They want top pay and 
they don't want to work for 
it. I think a youth should start 
training at age 14. When they get 
to be 18 to 20, you can’t tell 
them anything. 
’’It’s irritating to us that we’ve 
got to meet these (emoloyment) 
restrictions,” he said. 
“ Yes, it is,” said another 
member of the audience. “ They 
were .vritten in the 1800’s be­ 
cause of sweatbox conditions, 
and they’re still around to keep 
us from hiring kids when they 
want to work, at age 14 or so. 
“ How can we employ boys at 
14. You can’t pay them low 
enough that you can fire them 
three or four times if you have 
to. You learn by someone tell­ 
ing you, ‘you didn’t do a good 
jot — get out and come back 


when you’re willing to work.’ ” 
They then urged the committee 
to recommend revisions in Cal­ 
ifornia employment laws as they 
pertain to youth. 
Several other matters were 
brought up for inclusion in the 
recommendations. 
Among them was the apparent 
need for better integration of 
new young people in the com­ 
munity. 
“ I work with girls at the pro­ 
bation department,” said M rs. 
Barbara Sebastian. “ Many of 
them are new to the commu­ 
nity and many of them have 
experienced 
unfriendliness 
from the cliches which we have 
at our schools. When they are 
extended 
friendship by the 
rougher crowd they take it. And

. ial iconoclasts who daily do bat - 
: tie with maitre d's, personnel 
; managers, and fashion-unmal- 


leable men. 
This skirmish that started with 
the introduction of the turtle- 
neck has now escalated into a 
full - scale war encompassing 
tieless Asiatic apparel called 
Nehru, guru, Mao, Dasha, and 
Dr. Zhivago. Seed beads, iron 
crosses, sterling 
medallions 


and massive gold chain neck- 
laces were more ammunition 
used against the tie clan by 
tieless men. 
And there have 


been beards. These were most 
feared by the tie side, concedes 
its 
spokesman, Myron Ack- 


erman. 
With chin foliage who 


could spy a tie? 
As the months have moved 
along not even legislation has 
been able to silence the dis- 
sentors or halt a steady flow 
of defactors, or so it seems. 
When 
Speaker 
Jesse Unruh 


wore a turtleneck to a session 
of the California Assembly re- 
cently, the lower house voted 
that the tradition of necktie must 
be upheld—this in a state where 
men have long pioneered free- 
dom of the neck as permitted 
by splashy sports shirts. 


What are the issues? 
It's a matter of manners, say 


the defenders of the traditional 
harness. 
If a hostess speci- 


fies black tie, a man should 
not dress in his gym shirt, 
they argue, ignoring Amy Van- 
derbilt's 
wholehearted 
en- 


dorsement of the turtleneck. 


It's a conflict between genera- 


tions, claim the neck band clan. 
Turtlenecks and their Oriental 


relatives separate the men from 
older men. 
Shirt styles with 


high throats thrusting up ex- 
cess flesh betray the jowliness 
of middle-age. 


Masculinity is involved in the 
minds of men who have long 
viewed the necktie as a sex 
symbol. 
Some tend to regard 


men who adopt untraditional 
menswear as sissies. But the 
men who ignore the de rigueur 
of the tie claim that only the 
sexually insecure need flaunt 
such symbols. 
The quote Og- 


den Nash: 
"The turtle lives "twixed plat- 
ed decks which practically con- 
ceal its sex. I think it clever 
of the turtle in such a fix to 
be so fertile." 


This is an odd war because 


both sides seem to be winning.

(guide to subversive organizations 1961, page 84.) 


Again in the Peoples World, September 7th, 1946, page 
3, there was a full report of the appearance of Reagan 
in a series of Radio Broadcasts sponsored by the “ Mo­ 
bilization for Democracy” (in guide to subversive or­ 
ganizations 1961, page 220) of the House Un-American 
Activities. There is this report: The Mobilization for 
Democracy is one of the most Potent Communist Front 
Organizations created by the California Communists 
since 1945. It is a Communist inspired and dominated 
organization carefully window-dressed and directed and 
engaged in inciting riots, racial hatred and disrespect 
for Law and Order. It is one of the key “ Communist 
Fronts in California” The California State Senate reports 
of 1947, concerning these activities may be found on 
pages 34, 45, 48, 50 to 62 inclusive, 7 0 ,1 8 8 ,1 9 0 and 
369 also. The 1948 report of the California State Sen­ 
ate on Un-American Activities on pages 60, 61, 75,139, 
148, 203, 221, 254, 308, 309 calls attention to the 
Communists Activities of Reagan’s organization. 


Reagan’s “ Mobilization for Democracy” worked in co­ 
operation with the Hollywood Writers Mobilization. The 
California 
State Senate Un-American Activities report 
of 1948,

'Thermal Pollution' Study 


A relatively small research project in Wisconsin seeks an- 


swers to questions that will have an increasingly important bear- 
ing on the public interest in years to come. University of Wisconsin 
zoologists, in an undertaking financed by a number of public utili- 
ties firms, will try to find out what effect heated water discharged 
from a power plant has on fish and other life in a lake. 


It is well known that temperature significantly affects aquatic 


life. The exact nature of these effects, especially in a small body 
of water, is not yet well understood. This was noted by one of 
the zoologists, John J. Magnuson, in commenting on the Wiscon- 
sin project. "Potentially harmful effects," he said, "includekill- 
ing fish, reducing their food supply and promoting the growth of 
blue-green algae. Possible benefits include concentrating fish for 
fishermen, lengthening the growing season and even increasing 
food supply." 


The importance of knowing more about this springs from the 


fact that power plants draw enormous quantities of cool water 
from lakes and streams, and return the water at a higher temper - 
ature. The imsact ol this so-called "thermal pollution1' is bound 
to grow rapidly, since the power industry is expanding at the rate 
of 10 per cent a year and will need an estimated 200 billion gallons 
of cooling water daily within a decade. 


Utilities are taking a progressive part by financing the lake 


study in Wisconsin. As a result of its findings, industry and gov- 
ernment will soon have a better idea of how and where generating 
facilities can best be expanded.

NEW YORK (AP) - One of the 
main problems of the Ameri- 
can economy is that it has to 
contend with too many teen- 
agers. This is not meant to con- 
vey the idea that we should do 
away with them. It is meant 
merely as a fact. 
The fact is that the American 
economy as it is structured to- 
day cannot provide 
the jobs 


needed by poor teen-agers to 
earn "get-ahead" money, help 
their parents, learn a skill, keep 
out of 
trouble. In that sense 


there are too many ol them. 
The effects ol this situation 
are bound to be damaging to ev- 
eryone involved: to teen-agers 
themselves, to those who would 
like to see the welfare rolls cut, 
to society, to the companies that 
in 
the 
future will be denied 


skilled workers, to peace and 
prosperity. 
The most recent government 
figures tell a sad story. In June 
1.3 million jobs were added to 
the economy. However, 2.9 mil- 
lion potential workers entered 
the labor force, leaving 1.3 mil- 
lion more jobless than a month 
earlier. 


Of this 1.3 million, fully one 
million were teen-agers, and 
most of these were Negroes 
from the very poorest level of 
the economy, where money is 
most needed and training in job 
skills affords the only real hope 
of breaking the poverty cycle. 
The situation, incendiary as a 


pile of discarded rags, already 
is smoldering, but there is no 
easy or quick way of heading off 
an explosion. The problem is 
too complex, too long overlook- 
ed. 


Among its causes: 
—Discrimination. 
Often it 


would be difficult to prove in a 
legal sense, but discrimina- 
tion is quite obvious to anyone 
with an appreciation of mor- 
ality. 


—The 
exodus 
of unskilled 


workers from farm to city, 
where the premium is on brain 
rather than brawn. Coinciding 
with this population shift has 
been another movement . . . 


—The movement of business 


from tne core city to the su- 
burbs, or away from the un- 
skilled population. 


—The swift growth rate of 


the Negro teen-age population. 
About one-half the Negro popu- 
lation is under 21 years of age. 


— Poor education. Or educa- 


tion that, no matter how fine in 
theory, has failed to prepare 
young men and women to find 
and hold the available jobs. 


—The elimination of unskilled 


jobs because of automation. 


— Social maladjustments.Ha- 


bits that clash with the business 
world's 
needs. 
They might 


range from an inability to ap- 
preciate punctuality to dope ad- 
diction. In some instances the 
failure is simply a lack of goals, 
for a poverty society often is a 
goal-less society.

The district attorney 
may prosecute him. If the of- 
fender is found guilty 
the 


judge may fine or jail him. 


There are also private nui- 


sances. Barking dogs, the con- 
stant burning of rubbish, the 
spraying of paint, and the like, 
may unintentionally interfere 
with a neighbor's enjoyment of 
his own land. The injured 
neighbor can go into court and 
have the judge put a stop to 
this if his neighbor's actions 
are unreasonable. 


In our crov.'ded society, we 


all must put up with some 
neighborly discomforts. No one 
can stop all minor irritations. 
The law will make no special 
allowances for the peculiar 
quirks of irritable persons. The 
barking of a dog now and then, 
or the frequent smell of garlic 
from a neighbor's kitchen, or 
the buzzing of the nextdoor 
workshop may annoy you, but 
the courts •will usually find 
these activities "reasonable." 


In all nuisance cases the 


court must balance several in- 
terests. How much disturbance 
is there? How unreasonable IF 
the activity? What overall loss 
is there to the community if 
the court restricts the activity?

‘Thermal Pollution' Study 


A relatively small research project In Wisconsin seeks an­ 
swers to questions that will have an Increasingly important bear­ 
ing on the public interest In years to come. University of Wisconsin 
zoologists, in an undertaking financed by a number of public utili­ 
ties firms, will try to find out what effect heated water discharged 
from a power plant has on fish and other life in a lake. 


It is well known that temperature significantly affects aquatic 
life. The exact nature oí these effects, especially in a small body 
of water, is not yet well understood. This was noted by one of 
the zoologists, John J. Magnuson, in commenting on the Wiscon­ 
sin project. “ Potentially harmful effects," he said, “ include kill­ 
ing fish, reducing their food supply and promoting the growth of 
blue-green algae. Possible benefits include concentrating fish for 
fishermen, lengthening the growing season and even increasing 
food supply.” 


The importance of knowing more about this springs from the 
fact that power plants draw enormous quantities of cool water 
from lakes and streams, and return the water at a higher temper­ 
ature. The impact of this so-called “ thermal pollution" is bound 
to grow rapidly, since the power industry is expanding at the rate 
of 10 per cent a year and will need an estimated 200 billion gallons 
of cooling water daily within a decade. 


Utilities are taking a progressive part by financing the lake 
study in Wisconsin. As a result of its findings, industry and gov­ 
ernment will soon have a better idea of how and where generating 
facilities can best be expanded.

The use of 
the electrocardiograph, “just 
because it is there” seems to 
me a frequent waste of time, 
energy, 
and 
expense 
wher 
there are not the slightest 
symptoms 
to 
suggest 
any 
trouble with the heart. If, in 
the interval between examina­ 
tions, there is any suggestion 
of a sign or symptom then, 
of 
course, 
this 
instrument 
should be used. 
I am certain that there 
must be hundreds, truly hun­ 
dreds of tests of the blood and 
the urine that would be an 
utter expensive waste if they 
were performed without clini­ 
cal reason and only to impress 
the patient with modem scien­ 
tific 
thoroughness. 
In 
the 
adult, a complete urine analy­ 
sis and blood count should be 
included in every examination. 
T he clinical judgment of the 
train ed physician is helped 
m ostly by the stethoscope, the 
blood pressure machine, the 
palp atio n of organa of the ab­ 
dom en. and the careful scrut­ 
iny of blood vessels of the 
a rm s an d legs. 
W hen th e doctor recognizes 
any unusual findings, he may

NEW YORK (AP) - One of the 
main problems of the Ameri­ 
can economy is that it has to 
contend with too many teen­ 
agers. This is not meant to con­ 
vey the idea that we should do 
away with them. It is meant 
merely as a fact. 
The fact is that the American 
economy as it is structured to­ 
day cannot provide 
the jobs 
needed by poor teen-agers to 
earn “ get-ahead” money, help 
their parents, learn a skill, keep 
out of 
trouble. In that sense 
there are too many of them. 
The effects of this situation 
are bound to be damaging to ev­ 
eryone involved; to teen-agers 
themselves, to those who would 
like to see the welfare rolls cut, 
to society, to the companies that 
in 
the 
future will be denied 
skilled workers, to peace and 
prosperity. 
The most recent government 
figures tell a sad story. In June 
1.3 million jobs were added to 
the economy. However, 2.9 mil­ 
lion potential workers entered 
the labor force,leaving 1.3 mil­ 
lion more jobless than a month 
earlier. 
Of this 1.3 million, fully one 
million were teen-agers, and 
most of these were Negroes 
from the very poorest level of 
the economy, where money is 
most needed and training in job 
skills affords the only real hope 
of breaking the poverty cycle. 
The situation, incendiary as a 


pile of discarded rags, already 
is smoldering, but there is no 
easy or quick way of heading off 
an explosion. The problem is 
too complex, too long overlook­ 
ed. 


Among its causes; 
—Discrimination. 
Often it 
would be difficult to prove in a 
legal sense, but discrimina­ 
tion is quite obvious to anyone 
with an appreciation of mor­ 
ality. 
—The 
exodus 
of unskilled 
workers from farm to city, 
where the premium is on brain 
rather than brawn. Coinciding 
with this population shift has 
been another movement . . . 
—The movement of business 
from the core city to the su­ 
burbs, 
or away from the un­ 
skilled population. 


—The swift growth rate of 
the Negro teen-age population. 
About one-half the Negro popu­ 
lation is under 21 years of age. 
— Poor education. Or educa­ 
tion that, no matter how fine in 
theory, has failed to prepare 
young men and women to find 
and hold the available jobs. 
—The elimination of unskilled 
jobs because of automation. 
— Social maladjustments.Ha­ 
bits that clash with the business 
world’s 
needs. 
They might 
range from an inability to ap­ 
preciate punctuality to dope ad­ 
diction. In some instances the 
failure is simply a lack of goals, 
for a poverty society often is a 
goal-less society.

Cholesterol 
levels and uric acid content 
for gout are tests which are 
almost routinely performed. 
The rectal examination of 
all men for the possibility of 
enlargement of the prostate 
and for “quiet” tumors of the 
lower bowel is most impor­ 
tant. In women, the Pap test, 
a smear of the cervix of the 
womb, is a must in every 
complete examination. 
Complex studies of the thy­ 
roid gland and other hormone 
producing glands are only per­ 
formed when there is a sus­ 
picion they may be responsible 
for some unexplained symp­ 
toms. 
It is apparent, therefore, 
t h a t the 
“number game” 
makes for good conversation 
but really has no validity as 
an index of the efficiency or 
competency of the doctor. 
I find that more confusion 
is introduced into the lives of 
dear friends by dear friends 
who set themselves up as au- 
thoi iLies without license for 
opinions that should be left to 
the mature discussion between 
patients and their doctors. 
In this period of anxiety, I 
believe that there is an unnec­ 
essary production of greater 
fear when medical problems 
are discussed by those who do 
not have solid judgment about 
existing conditions. Why not 
give yourselves a period of 
medical rest by shifting your 
discussion to lawyers, account­

When she first saw them, 
Hazel liked the plans for a 
shopping center near her home. 
But when the developer started 
to work, dirt and dust blew all 
over her place. 
The dust dam­ 
aged her rugs, 
m a r r e d her 
furniture, and 
scratched the 
paint on the 
outside of her 
house. After Hazel had her 
lawyer look into her plight, 
she sued. She claimed that the 
developer had failed to water 
down the earth to keep dust 
from blowing on her place. Be­ 
sides, he could have put up 
barricades to stop some of the 
dust. 
The builder denied liability. 
He said he was lawfully mak­ 
ing the best use of his own 
land. Besides, he said, neigh­ 
bors would have to bear some 
of the pains of “progress.” 
Hazel won her lawsuit. Al­ 
though every owner has the 
right to make the best use of 
his own land, he cannot do un­ 
reasonable things there which 
injure his neighbor. This build­ 
er moved his earth in an un­ 
workmanlike way. He made a 
nuisance, and ruined his neigh­ 
bor’s enjoyment of her prop­ 
erty. 
A person cannot do unreas­ 
onable things on his own land 
that annoy, or cause discom­ 
fort or inconvenience to others. 


If he does, he commits a nui­ 
sance. Some nuisances are pub­ 
lic—they violate laws or regu­ 
lations. The person who illegal­ 
ly conducts a business or holds 
noisy meetings, pollutes the 
air or water, commits a public 
nuisance. The district attorney 
may prosecute him. If the of­ 
fender is found guilty the 
judge may fine or jail him. 
There are also private nui­ 
sances. Barking dogs, the con­ 
stant burning of rubbish, the 
spraying of paint, and the like, 
may unintentionally interfere 
with a neighbor’s enjoyment of 
his own land. The injured 
neighbor can go into court and 
have the judge put a scop to 
this if his neighbor’® actions 
are unreasonable. 
In our crowded society, we 
all must put up with some 
neighborly discomforts. No one 
can stop all minor irritations. 
The law will make no special 
allowances for the peculiar 
quirks of irritable persons. The 
barking of a dog now and then, 
or the frequent smell of garlic 
from a neighbor’s kitchen, or 
the buzzing of the nextdoor 
workshop may annoy you, but 
the courts will usually find 
these activities “reasonable.” 
In all nuisance cases the 
court must balance several in­ 
terests. How much disturbance 
is there? How unreasonable is 
the activity? What overall loss 
is there to the community if 
the court restricts the activity?

WASHINGTON - One of the 
most carefully guarded confi­ 
dential reports on Capitol Hill 
pertains to the love life of 
Elizabeth Taylor and Richard 
Burton.

Affairs. 
"Do I understand," demanded 
indignant Feighan, "that the 
bureau that you administer re ­ 
gards the flaunting of Immoral­ 
ity as a public virtue, as un­ 
worthy of special concern? 
I 
just ask you, surely you do not 
mean that the public overtones 
and public undertones of the 
Burton-Toylor case so evident 
to the mature mind were not 
recognized by this experienced 
consular officer?” 
(Feighan 
referred 
to the official who 
issued the Burton visa.) 
"I think he performed his func­ 
tions correctly under the exist­ 
ing laws and regulations," said 
Schwartz. 
AFFECTIONATE EMBRACES 
"Were you or the visa-issu­ 
ing officer aware of statements 
made by responsible religious 
leaders in the United States de­ 
crying the evil effects of this 
widely publicized international 
escapade. . . upon the morals 
of our American youth?” asked 
the Congressman from Cleve­ 
land.

NEW YORK (AP) - One of the 
main problems of the Ameri­ 
can economy is that it has to 
contend with too many teen­ 
agers. This is not meant to con­ 
vey the idea that we should do 
away with them. It is meant 
merely as a fact. 
The fact is that the American 
economy as it is structured to­ 
day cannot provide 
the jobs 
needed by poor teen-agers to 
earn “ get-ahead” money, help 
their parents, learn a skill, keep 
out of 
trouble. In that sense 
there are too many of them. 
The effects of this situation 
are bound to be damaging to ev­ 
eryone involved: to teen-agers 
themselves, to those who would 
like to see the welfare rolls cut, 
to society, to the companies that 
in 
the future will be denied 
skilled workers, to peace and 
prosperity. 
The most recent government 
figures tell a sad story. In June 
1.3 million jobs were added to 
the economy. However, 2.9 mil­ 
lion potential workers entered 
the labor force,leaving 1.3 mil­ 
lion more jobless than a month 
earlier. 
Of this 1.3 million, fully one 
million were teen-agers, and 
most of these were Negroes 
from the very poorest level of 
the economy, where money is 
most needed and training in job 
skills affords the only real hope 
of breaking the poverty cycle. 
The situation, incendiary as a 


pile of discarded rags, already 
is smoldering, but there is no 
easy or quick way of heading off 
an explosion. The problem is 
too complex, too long overlook­ 
ed. 


Among its causes: 
--Discrimination. 
Often it 
would be difficult to prove in a 
legal sense, but discrimina­ 
tion is quite obvious to anyone 
with an appreciation of mor­ 
ality. 
—The 
exodus 
of unskilled 
workers from farm to city, 
where the premium is on brain 
rather than brawn. Coinciding 
with this population shift has 
been another movement . . . 
—The movement of business 
from the core city to the su­ 
burbs, 
or away from the un­ 
skilled population. 


—The swift growth rate of 
the Negro teen-age population. 
About one-half the Negro popu­ 
lation is under 21 years of age. 
— Poor education. Or educa­ 
tion that, no matter how fine in 
theory, has failed to prepare 
young men and women to find 
and hold the available jobs. 
—The elimination of unskilled 
jobs because of automation. 
— Social maladjustments. Ha­ 
bits that clash with the business 
world’s 
needs. 
They might 
range from an inability to ap­ 
preciate punctuality to dope ad­ 
diction. In some instances the 
failure is simply a lack of goals, 
for a poverty society often is a 
goal-less society.

‘Thermal Pollution' Study 


A relatively small research project in Wisconsin seeks an­ 
swers to questions that will have an increasingly important bear­ 
ing on the public interest in years to come. University of Wisconsin 
zoologists, in an undertaking financed by a number of public utili­ 
ties firms, will try to find out what effect heated water discharged 
from a power plant has on fish and other life in a lake. 


It is well known that temperature significantly affects aquatic 
life. The exact nature of these effects, especially in a small body 
of water, is not yet well understood. This was noted by one of 
the zoologists, John J. Magnuson, in commenting on the Wiscon­ 
sin project. “ Potentially harmful effects,” he said, “ include kill­ 
ing fish, reducing their food supply and promoting the growth of 
blue-green algae. Possible benefits Include concentrating fish for 
fishermen, lengthening the growing season and even increasing 
food supply.” 


The importance of knowing more about this springs from the 
fact that power plants draw enormous quantities of cool water 
from lakes and streams, and return the water at a higher temper­ 
ature. The impact of this so-called “ thermal pollution” is bound 
to grow rapidly, since the power industry is expanding at the rate 
of 10 per cent a year and will need an estimated 200 billion gallons 
of cooling water daily within a decade. 


Utilities are taking a progressive part by financing the lake 
study in Wisconsin. As a result of Its findings, industry and gov­ 
ernment will soon have a better idea of how and where generating 
facilities can best be expanded.

Unreasonable Acts Can Be Stopped

DURING our card-playing 
evenings, some discussion of 
health always seems to take 
place. Last night, we found 
ourselves c o m p a r i n g how 
many tests some of us have 
during 
our 
regular 
yearly 
general health check-up. My 
husband and I felt we were 
a l m o s t 
de­ 
prived w h e n 
we l e a r n e d 
how few we 
had had in a 
recent exami­ 
nation. 
What 
kind and how 
many are real­ 
ly required? 
Mrs. M. H. C., 
New York 
Dear Mrs. C.: There is no 
relationship between the num­ 
ber of tests and the thorough­ 
ness of a complete general 
examination. I personally be­ 
lieve that many of the “exo­ 
tic" ones can be dispensed 
with without doing the pa­ 
tient any injustice. The use of 
the electrocardiograph, “just 
because it is there" seems to 
me a frequent waste of time, 
energy, 
and 
expense 
wher 
th e re are not the slightest 
symptoms 
to 
suggest 
any 
trouble with the heart. If, in 
th e interval between examina­ 
tions, there is any suggestion 
of a sign or symptom then, 
of 
course, 
this instrument 
should be used. 
I 
am certain that there 
must be hundreds, truly hun­ 
dreds of tests of the blood and 
the urine that would be an 
utter expensive waste if they 
were performed without clini­ 
cal reason and only to impress 
the patient with modern scien­ 
tific 
thoroughness. 
In 
the 
adult, a complete urine analy­ 
sis and blood count should be 
included in every examination. 
The clinical judgment of the 
trained physician is helped 
m ostly by the stethoscope, the 
blood pressure machine, the 
palpation of organs of the ab­ 
dom en. an d the careful scrut­ 
iny of blood vessels of the 
a rm s an d legs. 
W hen th e doctor recognises 
an y unusual findings, h e may 
p m m e h is exam ination with 


cultures of the blood, urine, 
and stool, antibiotic sensitivity 
tests, 
and 
intensive 
blood 
chemistry studies. Cholesterol 
levels and uric acid content 
for gout are tests which are 
almost routinely performed. 
The rectal examination of 
all men for the possibility of 
enlargement of the prostate 
and for “quiet" tumors of the 
lower bowel is most impor­ 
tant. In women, the Pap test, 
a smear of the cervix of the 
womb, is a must in every 
complete examination. 
Complex studies of the thy­ 
roid gland and other hormone 
producing glands are only per­ 
formed when there is a sus­ 
picion they may be responsible 
for some unexplained symp­ 
toms. 
It is apparent, therefore, 
t h a t 
the “number game" 
makes for good conversation 
but really has no validity as 
an index of the efficiency or 
competency of the doctor. 
I find that more confusion 
is introduced into the lives of 
dear friends by dear friends 
who set themselves up as au­ 
thorities without license for 
opinions that should be left to 
the mature discussion between 
patients and their doctors. 
In this period of anxiety, I 
believe that there is an unnec­ 
essary production of greater 
fear when medical problems 
are discussed by those who do 
not have solid judgment about 
existing conditions. Why not 
give yourselves a period of 
medical rest by shifting your 
discussion to lawyers, account­ 
ants, politicians, and Indian 
Chiefs ?

When she first saw them, 
Hazel iiked the plans for a 
shopping center near her home. 
But when the developer started 
to work, dirt and dust blew all 
over her place. 
The dust dam­ 
aged her rugs, 
m a r r e d her 
furniture, and 
scratched the 
paint on the 
outside of her 
house. After Hazel had her 
lawyer look into her plight, 
she sued. She claimed that the 
developer had failed to water 
down the earth to keep dust 
from blowing on her place. Be­ 
sides, he could have put up 
barricades to stop some of the 
dust. 
The builder denied liability. 
He said he was lawfully m ak­ 
ing the best use of his own 
land. Besides, he said, neigh­ 
bors would have to bear some 
of the pains of “progress." 
Hazel won her lawsuit. Al­ 
though every owner has the 
right to make the best use of 
his own land, he cannot do un­ 
reasonable things there which 
injure his neighbor. This build­ 
er moved his earth in an un­ 
workmanlike way. He made a 
nuisance, and ruined his neigh­ 
bor’s enjoyment of her prop­ 
erty. 
A person cannot do unreas­ 
onable things on his own land 
that annoy, or cause discom­ 
fort or inconvenience to others. 


If he does, he commits a nui­ 
sance. Some nuisances are pub­ 
lic—they violate laws or regu­ 
lations. The person who illegal­ 
ly conducts a business or holds 
noisy meetings, pollutes the 
air or water, commits a public 
nuisance. The district attorney 
may prosecute him. If the of­ 
fender is found guilty the 
judge may fine or jail him. 
There are also private nui­ 
sances. Barking dogs, the con­ 
stant burning of rubbish, the 
spraying of paint, and the like, 
may unintentionally interfere 
with a neighbor’s enjoyment of 
his own land. The injured 
neighbor can go into court and 
have the judge put a stop to 
this if his neighbor’s actions 
are unreasonable. 
In our crowded society, we 
all must put up with some 
neighborly discomforts. No one 
can stop all minor irritations. 
The law will make no special 
allowances for the peculiar 
quirks of irritable persons. The 
harking of a dog now and then, 
or the frequent smell of garlic 
from a neighbor’s kitchen, or 
the buzzing of the nextdoor 
workshop may annoy you, but 
the courts will usually find 
these activities “reasonable.” 
In all nuisance cases the 
court must balance several in­ 
terests. How much disturbance 
there? How unreasonable is

Michael Feighan, the Cleveland, 
Ohio, Democrat, had nothing 
better to do than pry into the 
alleged indiscretions of these 
famous lovers.

issued the Burton visa.) 
“ I think he performed his func­ 
tions correctly under the exist­ 
ing laws and regulations,” said 
Schwartz. 
AFFECTIONATE EMBRACES 
“Were you or the visa-Is su­ 
ing officer aware of statements 
made by responsible religious 
leaders in the United States de­ 
crying the evil effects of this 
widely publicized International 
escapade. . . upon the morals 
of our American youth?” asked 
the Congressman from Cleve­ 
land. 
“ I am personally unaware of 
those,” said Schwartz. He went 


on to explain that even an ad­ 
mission of adultery would not 
have barred Burton from the 
country. 
“ I want to know,” inquired 
Rep. Arch Moore, R-W. Va., 
“ is Richard Burton guilty of 
adultery?” 
“ I have no knowledge,” said 
Schwartz helplessly. 
“ I assume, having seen the 
affectionate embraces spread 
across 
the 
newspapers of 
America, it Is reasonable to 
conclude that at some time or 
other this Indiscretion has oc­ 
curred,” suggested Moore. He 
merely wanted to know what the 
* ‘Indiscretion” would be called 
In view of Burton’s status as a 
divorced man. 
“ I do not have an answer whe­ 
ther or not the divorced per­ 
son 
is 
guilty of adultery,” 
Schwartz said. “ There Is no 
question that the married per­ 
son is.” 
“ There is not any question,” 
added Moore sternly, “ that his 
coming to the United States Is to 
deal in an immoral act, whether 
the term ‘adultery’or ‘Immoral 
act’ is interchangeable... C er­ 
tainly, he is going to come in 
here for sexual reasons, at 
least, which is the very, very 
minimum.” 
“ He Is coming in here prin­ 
cipally. . . as far as I know,” 
suggested Schwartz, “ to appear 
in the play ‘Hamlet* in New 
York.” 
“ Have you considered revoca­ 
tion of the visa issued to Mr. 
Richard 
Burton?”

Two educators in the audience, 
Floyd Salisbury, until recently 
principal of Red Bluff 
High 
School, and Charles Smith, Los 
Molinos school principal, ap­ 
pealed for a change in the 
starting ages of children in 
school. 
“ Kids, particularly boys, are 
starting to school too young,” 
Salisbury said. “When they get 
out of high school they are 17 
or le ss and there is no place 
they 
can 
be employed. That 
creates an automatic unem­ 
ployment situation.” 
Salisbury had a few suggest­ 
ions for parents in alleviating 
the generation gap, which, he 
said, is “ being used as an ex­ 
cuse for a lack of patience cm 
the part of parents.” 


“ Every tim e a youngster does 
something 
w ell,” 
Salisbury 
said, “ he should receive some 
kind of praise. 
“ It is essential he be given 
a chance and encouraged to 
participate in something.
